The follonlng units of the regiment v/ere in the Milan Ilodza 
Barracks s lst, 2 d and 3 rd Inf Cos, armed vith Czech rlfles 
and Soviet submachine guns; 4th SI'G Co v/ith Soviet sub;na- 
chine guns; 5th MG Co; 6 th Co v/ith an 30-rmn mortar platoon 
and a platoon v/ith Germán 7 5 -mm AT guns; 7th Co v/ith 120-mm 
niortars; and the regimental bánd. The strength and organi- 
sation of the 6 th Co was often changed for training purposes. 
Lach company numbered 70 to 30 men. ( 3 ) 

Soldiers volunteering for Service v.ith parachute troops 
v/ere given a medical examination and a thorough political 
screening after mid-January 1950. Those meeting the requlred 
standards v/ere trnnsferred to parachľ.te units in Bohemia 
and Mor a via in Apríl 1950. In April 1950 200 soldiers of 
the regiment v/ere detached to the 8 th Combined Technical 
Mining Battalion in Karvlnna (Q 50/0 69 ) which v/as comnanded 
by Staff Gaptain Sicak, (fnu).
